hu t slowly, very slowly are a few of 
ou r cou ntry’s leaders, men In pu b lic 
life, coming to one central cau se of the 
world’s greatest need. 
They have gone 
hack to other earlier crises of ou r cou n­ 
try, to the dominating thou ght and con­ 
victions of some of ou r earlier lead­ 
ers who were passing throu gh deep 
trib u lations, and are finding ou t what 
Inside b races carried them throu gh. 
Their InsMe b races were character and 
religion. 
Contrast this with selfish graft and 
greed In some high places today, and 
one will find real reason for ou r cou n­ 
try’s Insecu rity. 
Becau se the ou tside 
pressu re was so strong for some, oth­ 
ers have lost life savings and homes.

committee b elieves the Government 
entered the lending field at a critical 
period in order to aid b anks and 
financial institu tions If the time has 
come for the Government to with­ 
draw, it is the du ty of b ankers to 
demonstrate their readiness to take 
care of all sou nd credit needs.” 
It adds that the b anks mu st b e 
equ ipped with fu ll factu al material 
as to the G overnm ent’s emergency 
lending activities and practices, and 
that fu ll cooperation has b een given 
the committee b y Government agen­ 
cies in ob taining facts Binders of the 
material gathered have b een placed 
b y the committee in the hands of 
state associations. 


Inv estig atio o o f Po stal Sav ing s 
The Committee on Banking Stu dies 
has also made a su rvey of the Postal 
Savings 
System 
throu ghou t

tent it is competing with chartered 
b anks. Qu estionnaires were sent to 
b anks in all places where Postal Sav­ 
ings depositories are operated and 
their answers will b e analyzed as a 
b asis for the committee’s findings. 
The Bank Management Commis­ 
sion of the American Bankers Asso­ 
ciation has made a nation-wide su r­ 
vey covering the movement among 
b anks to increase their earning ab ili­ 
ties “throu gh fair and legitimate rates 
for services they render their deposi­ 
tors .’’ It has developed a plan of ac­ 
cou nt analysis as a b asis of fair 
charges. 
“All b u siness in order to ju stify its 
ex istence is fou nded on the economic 
principle that a reasonab le retu rn 
shou ld b e ex pected from services 
rendered,” the commission says.
